AIR CABS SERVICE PLANNED 


Former A. E. F. Officer Has Proposal o Carry 
Passengers for 20 Cents a Mile 


NEW YORK, Nov. 


{EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH] | 
10.—*“Yellow air cabs,” fitted and päinted exact- 


ly like yellow taxicabs and designed to carry passengers for 20 cents a 
mile—with 6 cents a mile additional for each extra passenger up to 
four—are to be placed on the market and manufactured in Dayton, O., 
by an organization headed by Col. H. E. Hartney, former commander of 


the First Pursuit Squadron of the A. E. F. in France and former chief 


of training of the Army Air Service, Col. Hartney announced today at 


the Hotel Astor. 
The planes are to be marketed 


in the same way that yellow taxi-‘ 


cabs are sold and there will be a 
demonstration fleet of nine air cabs 
operated in Chicago with fleets of 
three cabs each in four other cit- 
ies. Col. Hartney said the air cabs 
would make sixteen miles on a gal- 
lon of gasoline, as yellow taxis do 
and that their ninety-horsepower 
motors would drive them at a max- 
imum speed of 100 miles an hour, 
with ninety miles as their cruising 
speed. 
SAFETY DEVICES 

The cabs, he said, would be 
equipped with devices which 
would make nose dives and the 
stalling of motors an impossib!li- 


‘Tha development of commercial 
aviation is one of the most import- 
ant matters now confronting the 
country,” Col. Hartnev said.

Recent Legal Actions 


Harry I. Katz, who was murdered 
yesterday, was the aon of Isadore 
and Dora Katz, of 344 1-4 South 


Boyle avenue. He had been in Los 
Angeles about fourteen years and 
was formerly in the jewelry bus 
ness in which he had amassed a 
large sum of money. He had then 
engaged in the real estate busi- 
nes and owned a number of prop- 


rties. 

His brothers are Ben and Max 
Chicago. Henry, of 1954 Penn- 
asyivania avenue, Morris and Sami, 
the later of whom lived at the 
Boyle avenue address. Morris and 
Sam are both unmarried. A sister, 
Mre. Bessie Phillips. lives at 4762 
Melrose avenue. The family for- 
merly lived in Chicago. 

Katz was sued by Guy Peterson 
April 6, 1922, for $4000 which he 
declared was owed him by Katz. 
Peterson aaserted in his complaint 
that he took a diamond from Katz 
which the latter told him had been 
given to him by the Czar of Rus- 
Sia when Kats sang before the 
monarch. Peterson averred that 
Katz was unable to pay the loan, 
and told him that he could keep 
the diamond, but Peterson pre- 
ferred to enter suit for the money. 
November 7, 1982, the suit 
of *Katr againet Guy and Grover 
Peterson, in which Kats charged 
malicious prosecution, waa settled 
out of court. Katz also declared 
the Petersons conspired to extort 
money from him and false 
charged him with emberzsiement. 
He was acquitted in Justice court. 
The Petersons, in presenting their 
reply, declared that the complaint 
by the

WASHINGTON, Nov. 10.—Amer- 
leans are eating more butter, the 
Department of Agriculture an- 
nouncing today that 560,000,000 
pounds more were consumed in the 
first nine months of this year than 
im the same period last year. The 
total for the nine months was 
1,516,690,000 pounds against 
1,467,043,000 for the same 
last year. Approximately 18.000, 
000 pounds are accounted for by 
the normal increase in population. 

Per capita consumption of milk 
has increased 23 per cent in the 
last three years, the average being 
fifty-three gallons for last year, as 
compared with forty-three callons 
in 1920. Butter consumption in- 
creased from 14.7 pounds per capi- 
ta to seventeen pounds in the same 
period,

Railway circles here fereely 
discussed the pin of the merger 
and the scheme whereby the 
Union Pacific with its electricified 


Chicago, Milwaukee and St. Paul 
system is to take over the Stane 
and Webster electric line in 
Washington. 


NOT CONTINUOUS 


This line, now operated by the 
Northwest Threshing Company, 
runs out from Bellingham to Mt. 
Vernon and from Seattle to Ev- 
erett, but a stretch of about sixey 
miles intervenes. On this stretch, 
however, there is a logging road 
that has been well ballasted, and 
this road would give another 
twenty-seven miles of connection. 

From Bellingham it is proposed 
to build to Blaine, and the Brit- 
ish Columbia electric line is expect- 
connect up with this line at 
Blaine. For a time this line 
might be operated by coming 
in over the British Columbia 
electric system at Sumas, where 
the Bellingham Bay and British 
Columbia line connects Bellingham 
with the Canadian boundary. 

The plans as outlined by two 
railway experts from New York 
who are in the city show that by 
such an electric system Seattle and 
Vancoyver are only three and one- 
half. fours apart, against nearly 
double that time by steam road. 

As the Union Pacific is making 
arrangements to electrify its coast 
north and south line, this would 
de a further link to connect Can- 
ada with California. 

At the present time the entrance 
into the city of Vancouver for the 
Chicago-Milwaukee line is a dead 
end at Cedar Cottage, outside the 
city of Vancouver, as the freight 
comes in from Seattle by barge to 
Bellingham, then by Bellingham 
Bay and British Columbia steam 
road to Sumas, then by British 
Columbia Electric Railway to the 
boundary of this city, where it 
has to be trucked into town, be- 
cause the city will not permit the 
British Columbia Electric to haul 
freight over city streets for this 
foreign line. 

If this merger is completed, Van- 
couver will have a new railway ter- 
minal here and the Chicago-Mil- 
waukee under the Union Pacific 
system would connect with ocean 
liners here as well as at Seattle.

IT wo Sailors From Shipwreck 


Found on Island 


Lake Superior Vessel Goes 
to Bottom in Gale 


Rest of Crew Picked Up by 
Another Boat 


DISPATCH) 
CALUMET (Mich.) Nov. 10.—A 
bonfire burning on the shore of 
Isle Royale attracted the crew of 
a Coast Guard lifeboat and re- 


sulted in the rescue of two men 
of the crew of the stranded steam- 
er Glenlyon who had been ma- 
rooned there for twenty-four 
hours, according to a wireless més- 
sage received here last night. All 
other members of the Glenlvon's 
crew had previously been picked 
up in Lake Superior by the Glen- 
lyon’s sister ship the Glensannos. 

The two picked up on Isle Royale 
are Dan McLaugblin, first mate. 
and Wilfred Roy, watchman. 
They had been given up as lost by 
the other members of the crew 
when they drifted in a little life- 
boat far away from the side of the 
Glensannos and were lost from 
sight when the Glensannos’s cap 
tain, fearing to venture near the 


rocky shore where the Glenlyon. 


had grounded, turned his ship 
ut and headed back toward 
Sault Ste. Marie. 
RESCTERS BRAVE GALE 
The Gleniyon broke up on the 
rocks in Siskawit Bay. Isle Royale. 
and went to the bottom according 
to messages received here. The 
firet radio Was from the Glenhyon's 


captain. It said, “Aground, Send 


Boat.” The meseage was picked up 
at the Portage Lake Coast Guard 
Station and a life power boat was 
immediately ordered to the scene 
of the wreck. <A fifty-mile gale 
was blowing on Lake Superior at 
the time, but it was beliewed that 
there would be no hope for the 
crew of the Glenlyon unless a life- 
boat could get through the heavy 
seas to hen side. 

The second message received 
here was from the Glensannos and 
it said that the crew of the Glen- 
lyon were abandoning ship and the 
Glensannos was standing by to 
ok up the Glenlyonis life boats. 

his message also war received at 
Fort Willi@ms and the tug Tra- 
cona s¢t out from that port. 

It took the lifeboat about twelve 
hours to reach the Isle Royale 
shore. Nothing was sighted at 
night and the crew put up on the 
island until morning when they 
found the tug in the bay. She had 
come through the heavy seas un- 
damaged. 

SIGHT FIRE ON ISLAND 

Then the Coast Guard crew 
circled the island and sighted the 
fire on the shore which Mclaugh- 
lin and Roy had built In hopes of 
attracting some passing boat. 
They had been without food or 
shelter since leaving the steamer. 

The gale was still raging on 
Lake Superior and the Coast, 
Guard crew decided not to risk the 
return to Calumet. The tug took 
the crew aboard and is towing 
their Sault Ste. Marie.

GLENDALE, Nov. 10.—Criticism 
of methods employed by the South- 
ern California Gas Company in 
cutting gas pipes without first 
shutting off the gas completely was 
expressed in the verdict rendered 
by the Coroner's jury which held 
an inquest Monday on the death 
of Z. Hammond, 412 Hawthorne 
street, who died as the result of 
burns received when the bungalow 
on which he was working at 525 
West Riverdale Drive was blown 
up by a gas explosion on Octo- 

ber 31. 

It was stated in testimony by 
employees of the gas company that 
they had cut the gas pipe without 
firet shutting off the gas and that 
only one end of the severed pipe 
had been plugged after it had been 
cut, as they were fitting dies on 
the other end to cut the threads 
for the connection that would per- 
mit them to link the main to the 
meter.

RAIL FINANCING PROBABLE 


Election of Conservative Congress Opens Way for 
Stock Issues; Market History Cited 


BY EARLE E. CROWE 
No especial keeness of perception is required to visualize the 
arations in some of the executive offices of the large railroads to pave 


the way for offerings of capital stock to the public. 


The enthusiasm 


with which traders have jumped into the stock market since the 
election of a conservative. and business-like government apparen 
ends the passivity of speculators and investors toward the rail 


and is a welcome development to 
Because of the continuous rain 
of legislative attacks against the 


carriers during and since the war. 


the speculative public has adopted 
a skeptical attitude toward these 
stocks. Some of this oppressive 
legislation has gone into effect and 
left ita mark, but the general et- 
fect has been to impair the credit 


of the entire railroad system. This 
is reflected in the inability of the 
roads to finance their needs through 
sale of stock, and impelled them to 
the continual use of bonds and 
notes. A steady rise in fixed

REASONS FOR FINANCING 


Aside from the urgent need to 
readjust their capital structures, 
the carriers can adduce several ex- 
cellent reasons for the issuance of 
new stock. Several of the roads 
in particular have been able to 
earn amounts of some size on their 
present capital, and are fully ca- 
pable of earning around 6 per cent 
on a conservative basis of recapitall- 
zation. But for the stems as a 
whole, the major excuses for stock 
financing lie in the plethora of 
money at low rates, and the un- 
usually large amounts expended in 
the last two years for new equip- 
ment. 

These expenditures represent in- 
vestments which in numerous cases 
have not been capitalized and fully 
Warrant such action. In 1923. 3505 
locomotives, 1507 passenger and 
175.748 freight cars were built in 
the. United States for American 
and Canadian roads. The 1922 

rogram cost the rail- 
roads %$467,000,000, according to 
Julius Kruttschnitt, chairman of 
executive committée of the 
Southern Paciffe, and the expen- 
ditures in 1923 approximated 
561.200.000.000.

Advance in Red Metal Price

Finished Goods Also Mirror 
New Demand 


Fear of Runaway Market is 
Expressed 


The rise in the price of copper 


has brought forth good sales and 
early last week, 10,000 tons were 
reported to have been sold in one 
day. Much of this was for export 


and was bought at about 13% 
cents. As was expected, the rise 
in the price has brought forth the 
buyers to cover their present and 
early future needs. 

Shipments have been stimulated 
by the flotation of the German 
loan and the actual operation of 
the Dawes plan, but inquiries are 
also coming from all European 
countries. ost of the buying up 
to the present time has come 
from actual consumers, but if the 
demand continues at the present 
rate, it is expected that speculators 
will again come into the market 
and force copper metal toward the 
15-cent le Domestic demand 
has also improved in conjunction 
with large foreign inquiries. 


FINISHED GOODS GAIN 

However, the demand at the 
present time is a real one as the 
consumers have been placing sub- 
stantial orders for wire and brass 
products and as a reflection of the 
demand and the probable rise in 
price, manufacturere have ad- 
vanced their prices on the manu- 
factured products. 

There is, without doubt, a con- 
siderable danger from a market 
that is too strong and active as 
this would cause the ce of the 
metal to rise suddenly. With the 
small surplus and the low produc- 
tion of the mines, this could easily 
happen but the price has been 
rising gradually and this kind of 
price improvement is highly desir- 
able. A sudden rise in price would 
be followed by a reaction and col- 

of the buying power. 

The mines cannot, and it is well 
that it ig so, make quick changes 
in their production. The produc- 
tion right now is about 165,000 
tons a month as compared with an 
average production of 120,000 tons 
for the first nine months of the 
year. It is doubtful if there win 
be any material increase in the 
production during the last quarter: 
thus the Increased sales are rapidly 
putting the statistical position of 
the red metal tn better shape. 

Conservative estimate of 1924 
world consumption pf copper is 
1,550,000 tons. Thid would com- 
pare with 19828 consumption of 
1,434,000 tons and war peak of 
only 1,032,000 tons, making a new 
record for world consumption. 


PEAK MONTH 


The peak of world production 
thie year came in May, when out- 
put was 124,250 tons. September 
world output came to 111,817 tons, 
a decline of almost 7600 tons from 
the May peak. August world pro- 
duction came to 119.425 tons. Since 
May the decline has been fairly 
steady, at average of 1750 tons a 
month. 

Even with this decline, stocks of 
metal increased about 25.000 tons 
but with production at the lower 
point and sales increasing, the last 
quarter should see a material re- 
duction in stocks of refined copper. 

It was expected that, if Coolidge 
should be elected, the domestic 
consumers would enter the buying 
field with large orders. Now that 
the election is over, we may an- 
ticipate the reaction coming from 
pre-election business-waiting poli- 
cies. Good foreign buying started 
before the election, as European 
buyers are prone to confidence and 
are more willing to gamble in a 
business way on the outcome of 
elections than are the Americans. 


HEALTHY ADVANCE IN 
COTTON QUOTATIONS 


Cotton futures advanced more 
than $4 a bale, coming with a 
rush in the late dealings after 
early uncertainty. Buying in the 
last hour was almost general. De- 
spite lower cables from Manches- 
ter, the list started at an advance 
of about 25 points, but was called 
upon to absorb considerable scat- 
tered hedge selling and profit-tak- 
ing before rices moved ahead 
some 50 to 60 points.

Henry Cab- 
ot Lodge has finished his notable and im- 
pressive.career: A molder of public sent, 
ment, an exponent of sturdy Americanism 
through forty-four years of public service, 
the Massachusetts Senator upheld the tradi- 
tions of the name he bore, the State he 
represented and the country to which he 
belonged. Full of years and honors he re- 
signs to younger statesmen the task of 
working out the future problems of Amer 
ica. 

Senator Lodge was of the same stock aa 
the adventuring world mariner, John Cabot, 
who in 1497 discovered and named New En- 
gland. His great-grandfather, George Cabot, 
was thé friend and confidant of Hamilton, 


Adams, Quincy, Pickering and the other 


intellectual giants whose patriotism welded 
the loosely knit colonies into a common- 
wealth, one and indivisible. 

Henry Cabot Lodge represented the high 
ideals of Massachusetts that count for more 
than wealth and material fortane. He was 
of the soil, the breed, the heritage, the old 
stock dear to the descendants of the first 
Americans. 

Senator Lodge possessed in a marked de- 
groe the sterling qualities and limitations 
of his own New England ancestors “quo. 
rum pars fuit” He was aggressive, fear- 
less, frank, approachable, strong in his prej- 
udices, implacable in his antagonisms and 
innately distrustful of untried experiments 
and political “cure-alis.” 


Ae & stalwart defender of the Federalis: 


-|doctrines held by Washington, Hamilton 


and Adams he was a bulwark of strength 
to tis party, Congress and the nation. 
When President Cleveland sent his ultima- 
tum to the British government on the Vene- 
zuela question Senator Lodge was the first 
to leap to his support. His loyalty to his 
country, like his loyalty to his friends, was 
as wide as the heavens. 


In any company Henry Cabot Lodge was 
a striking figure. Erect, spare in stature, 
overtopping all others in the Senate Cham- 
ber, with his long musteche and neatly 
trimmed beard, his handsome features and 
impressive bearing, he, was at once ths 
ceynosure of every eye. His voice was clear 
aad resonant, his gestures when speaking 
simple and dignified, his dress always platu 
but immaculate. In his characteristics, his 
graces and his rich scholarship he was the 
beau-ideal son of old Massachusetts. 
As to the impression he made on those 
with whom he was brought in contact that 
was aptly summed up some years ago in 
a paragraph written by Cushing Stetson, 
who had the privilege of an intimate frien:- 
ship with the great New England states- 
man.

This may appear trivial. Yet it throws 
a light on the type represented by the late 
Senator from Massachusetts, a type that, 
unfortunately for the country, is passing. 


AND ITS INHABITANTS 

The planet Venus lies between th 
earth and the sun. Unlike Mars, which 
lies some 60,000,000 miles outside the earth's 
orbit, Venus n about the same as the 
earth. Being younger, however, it is sup 
posed to be passing through the same stage 
ot development now that the earth passen 
through during the Age of Reptiles. Seriv- 
ner Bolton, Fellow of the Royal Astronom 
tal Society, believes the young planet }s 
“déminated by grotesque and ferocious mon- 
sters, huge reptiles and winged dragons, 
such as lived on the earth 5,000,000 years 
ago.” 

We know very little about Venus, be 
cause it is veiled by an @ighty-mile thick 
cloud. But telescopes and spectroscopes 
are beginning to penetrate the veil, and Dr. 
Bolton has become convinced that its warm, 
humid . climate, heavy with carbonic acid 
gas, would be productive of dense vegeta- 
tion, similar to the floweriess forests of 
the earth during the coalforming period, 
wherein water-born creatures first learned 
to live on land. 

To know what the earth was like during 
the Age of Reptiles one does not need to 
go to Venus; for in the evergreen, flower- 
less jungles of the Orinoco and Amazon 


‘deltas the Age of Reptiles, with its steaw-,. 


ing savannas and teeming forms of gro- 
tesque insects, amphibians and reptiles, has 
not yet ended. . 

Is Germany preparing to monopolize 
the ocean freight-carrying trade? Her ma- 
rine activities of late would seem to indi- 
cate that such a strange and anomalous 
condition of affairs may be brought about if 
one considers the rapid growth and suc- 
cessful operation of the new German mer- 
chant marine and then considers the 
marked decline in the shipbuilding indus- 
try of other nations and the present unsat- 
isfactory state of their shipping trade. 

The great wonder is that a bankrupt na 
tion whose seagoing craft were surren- 
dered to other powers only five years ago 
coblid so manipulate affairs that in that 
brief period she could have built up a new 
merchant ‘marine of nearly 3,000,000 gross 
tonnage and continue to plan, build and 
launch new vessels in face of the fact that 
there are now lying in the ports of the 
world about 7,000,000 gross tons of idle 
shipping. How can the financial institu- 
tions of Europe or any other country have 
sufficient confidence, in the face of such a 
situation, to back the builders of these new 
ships, some of them of enormous size and 
having as great a displacement as 39,000 
tons? 

Some of these questions are answered 
by a shipping expert who says in a tech- 
sical journal that, far from being a great 
handicap, the loss to Germany of her old 


tation of the German merchant marine 
fone of the strangest. All the comfort that 


other nations can extract from it is that it 


vessels was a good thing, for those she is 
now building are of the new type of motor 


ships which, though more costly than the| 


old steamers, are much less expensive to 
operate. In these days, he says, the motor 
ship can be run at a profit where the steam- 
er would incur a loss. Then there is the 
new rotorship for which so much is claimed 
in the way of cheap operation—a German 
invention that may revolutionize naviga- 
tion. 

Attention also is drawn to the fact that

paid in gold, affording another advantage 
to German shipowners. So, while some of 
the ships of Britain and America afe be- 
coming barnacied at anchor and few new 
ones are on the stocks, those of 
which in 1918 seemed to be se 
sea trade are again to the fore.

The term carbon monoxide” 4x- 
plains the chemical formula, It is 
composed of ohe part of carbon 
combined with one part of oxygen 
This gas ie given off when artificial 
or natural gas or coal or wood is 
not burned completely; that ia, 
when sufficient oxygen is not given 
go that complete combustion en- 
sues, forming a gas ee one 
part of carben to two parts oxy- 
gen inet of one. This is 
called carbon dioxide but is er 
known as carbonic acid gas. 

This carbonic acid gas is 
dangerous when breathed in mall 
amounts. It ig the same waste gas 
that is driven off in mall amounts 
from our lunga. When shut up in 
a room with many people, there is 
enough carbonic acid gas thrown 
off to make one feel oppressed and 
stified, but one revives quickly in 
the air. Carbonic acid gas is used 
to make carbonated waters and in 
this form it acts as a gentle stimu- 
lant to the stomach. 

Carbon moncxide, on the other 
hand, even in small amounts, is 
very pernicious. Ater breathing this

YUCATAN’S 
DIVORCES 
Mexican Embassy Asserts 
Decrees Not Legal Unless 
Apptoved in America 


Divorces granted by the courts 
of the Mexican State of Yucatan 
have no legal effect in the United 
States unless approved by Ameri- 
can courts, according to an an- 
nouncement from the Mexican 
Embassy at Washington received 
yesterday by Baidomero Almada, 
Mexican Oonsul at this port. The 
question affects hundreds of di- 
vorces, many of persons from this 
city, obtained recently in the 
courts at Merida under © ex- 
tremely lenient Yucatan ivorce 
law which. among other things, 
requires only a thirty-day resi- 
dence before decrees may be 


ranted. 

“In accordance with general 
rules of law,“ says the Embassy's 
announcement, “decisions handed 


United States until such decisions 
may have been passed upon and 
approved by the appropriate courts 
of justice of the United States. 
Therefore, divorces granted by the 
courts of Yucatan will not be valid 
in the United States until they 
may have been approved by the 
respective courts in this country.” 

The number of divorets obtained 
by residents of Southern California 
in Yucatan is not known. The only 
indication is in the number of cases 
in which the local consulate has 
been required to act. The Yuca- 
tan law requires that the validity 
of the County Clerk's signature on 
marriage papers be attested by the 
Mexican Consul in the foreign 
country, and Mr. Almada’s office 
in the last few weeks has attested 
to the papers of about forty per- 
sons. Some of these went to Yuca- 
tan on the recent. excu n of 
would-be divorcees fro Reno, 
which appears to have lost much 
of its fame as a center of the di- 
vorce industry. However, it is 
probable that many other residents

The participating forces will in- 
clude ten battleships under com- 
mand of Vice-Admiral Henry A.

craft under Capt. Stanford E. 
Mose. All units will return to 
the Los Angeles Harbor and San 
Mego bases on the morning of the 
22nd inst.

Farle 
is an intimate of W. A. Jackson, 
president of the N. I. S. A; in Jack- 
son's offices at the time of Friday 
nicht's raid were found dozens of

Second place to be raided was 
that of Prof. M. K. Bernard, who 
has been doing business in a three- 
room suite at 316% South Broad- 
way. Here crystal balis in shrouds 
of velvet, books on palmistry, 
paychic signs and other appurten- 
ances of the clairvoyant indus- 
try were captured. Moers, how 
ever, weve unable to find framed 
certificates of ordination which 
had previously hung on the walle 
of his’ office: nor were they able 
to seize his files of correspondence 
or customers. Bernard was later 
booked at the City Jail. 

CRESPO DEGREE 

At the place of Dr. Michael A. 
Crespo, M.S., B.8, Ph.D., the of- 
cers found a degree of doctor of 
philosophy issued by the Univer- 
sity of Oskaloosa, Oskaloosa, Iowa, 
and upon which Crespo bases his 
claims to the title of doctor. The 
Oskaloosa University has been ex- 
posed on numerous occasions since 
1919, the prosecutor learned, as 4 
“paper college” which freely of- 
fered its degrees for sale at the 
price of $75 each; that the “univer- 
sity” had absolutely no standing 
whatever in educational circles. 

The next 8 to be raided was 
that of Prof. F. Czerny, the presi- 
dent of whose church, Miss Anna 
Montoya, appeared at the prosecu- 
tor’s office 2 with an offer 
to aid in the investigation in any 
way.

He was like- 
wise possessed of numerous books 
and papers dealing on the subject 
of psychics. Cards were found 
containing printed matter which in 
the opinion of the prosecutor are 
prima facie evidence to show the 
violation of existing city ordi- 
nances. 

The others, visited by the raiding 
squad were the headq rs of 
Prof. Jerome H. Kendall, Prof. E. 
H. Lipka and Prof. Ervina. Here 
the gathering of clairvoyant data 
was great. 

Of the National Independent 
Spiritualist Association officials to 
appear yesterday D. V. Grass, 46 
pears of age, a director, was the 
first. W. T. Harbottle, first vice- 
president of the association and 
who, according to the records, 
tried unsuccessfully to resign some 
few weeks ago, was the second.

OOTOBER TONNAGE 
VALUE GAINS MILLION 


A total of 1,661,967 tons of car- 
go valued at $67,046,943, was han- 
died at Los Angeles Harbor dur- 
ing October, according to the 
monthly report of Clarence H. Mat- 
son, manager of the Foreign Trade 
Department of the Los Angeles 
Chamber of Commerce. 

The tonnage handled was slight- 
ly below the September figure of 
1,878,411 tons, but higher by more 
than $1,000,000 in value, the value 
of tonnage handled during Septem- 
ber being $66,699,223. 

In October the domestic Pp 
ments amounted to 946,889 tons 
valued at $13,921,438. as against 
1,236,195 tons in September, val- 
ued at $14,983,302. Domestic re- 
ceipts in October amounted to 295,- 
511 tons valued at $33,189,498, as 
against 296,932 tons for September 
valued at $31,477,532. 
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
